SCIENCE HAS AT LAST DISCOVER. 
Ll> A SUBSTITUTE FOR IT. 
CALLED LEMOLAC. 


Brilliant wild flowers growing luxu­ 
riantly among snow-chid mountains 
and at the side of ice-cold glaciers fur­ 
nish one of the unusutil and beautiful 
sights to be seen in ou«? of Uncle Sum’s 
great public playground»--Mount Rai­ 
nier national park. 
" Mount Rainier is one of a number of 
extinct volcanoes which ris«* among 
the Cascade mountains in Washington. 
Today their fin* quenched, these giant 
volcanoes suggest to the poetic mind a 
stalwart band of knight» of the ages, 
helmeted in snow, armored In ice, 
standing at parade upon a carpet pat­ 
terned gorgeously in wild flowers. 
Mount Rainier is easily chief of 
this knightly band, a giant towering 
14,408 feet above tidewater in Puget 
sound. Home-bound sailors far at eea 
mend their courses from his silver 
summit. 
This mountain has a glacier system 
far exct'ediug in size and impressive 
beauty that of any other in the United 
States. 
From its snow-covered sum­ 
mit, 28 rivers of ice pour slowly down 
Its sides. 
Seen upon the map, as if 
from an aeroplane, one thinks of It as 
an enormous frozen octopus stretching 
icy tentacles down ujmn every side 
among the rich gardens of wild flowers 
and splendid forests of fir and cedars 
below. 
> , 
The wild-flower parks lying at the 
basef of the mountain and often reach­ 
ing far up between Its icy fingers, con­ 
stitute one of the greatest attractions 
la the park. 
“Above the forests," writes John 
MuJr, the celebrated naturalist, “there 
is a zone of the loveliest flowers, fifty 
miles in circuit and nearly two miles 
wide, so closely planted apd luxurious 
that it seems as if Nature, glad to 
imfke an open space between woods so 
dense and ice so deep, were economiz­ 
ing the precious ground and trying to 
see how many of her darlings she can 
get together in one mountain wreath— 


The Nlsqually glacier is the most 
striking and most celebrated, although 
not the largest on Mount Rainier. 
It 
is easily reached, as It descends direct­ 
ly south from the snowy summit in a 
long curve, Its lower finger reaching 
Into the parklike glades of wild flow­ 
ers. 
From Paradise valley one may 
step directly upon Its Assured surface. 
The Nlsqually glacier is five miles 
long. and. at lltradise valley, is half 
a mile wide. 
Glistening white and 
fairly smooth at its shining source on 
th© mountain’s summit, its surface 
here is soiled with dust and broken 
stone and squeezed and rent by ter­ 
rible pressure into fantastic shapes. 
Innumerable crevasses, or cracks many 
feet deep, break across it, caused by 
the more rapid movement of the gla* 
tier’s middle than Its edges; for gla­ 
ciers, like rivers of water, develop 
swifter currents nearer midstream. 
Professor Le Comte says that the 
movement of Nlsqually glacier in sum­ 
mer averages, at midstream, about 
sixteen Inches a day. It le far less at 
the margins, its speed being retarded 
jby the friction of the sides. 
Like all glaciers, the Nisqually gath­ 
ers on ita surface masses of rock, with 
which it strews its sides, Just as rivers 
of water strew their banks with loga 
and floating debris. These are called 
lateral moraines, or side moraines. 
Sometimes glaciers build lateral mo­ 
raines miles long and over a thousand 
feet high. The Nlsqually ice is more 
than a thousand feet thick in places. 
The rocks which are carried in mid 
stream to the end of the glacier and 
dropped when the Ice melts are called 
the terminal moraine. As the glacier 
recedes the terminal moraine stretches 
into an ever-lengthening medial mo­ 
raine. 
The end, or snout, of the glacier thus 
always lies among a gteat mass of 
rocks and stones. The Nlsqually river 
| flows from a cave in the end of the 
daisies, anemones, columbine, erythro- Nlsqually glacier’s snout, for the melt- 
nlmns, larkspurs, etc. among which we 
wnde knee-deep and waist-deep, the 
bright corolla» J ti tnyrlads touching 
petal to petal. Altogether, this is the 
t b liest subalpino gurdon I hum ever 
found, u perfect flower elysium.”

Snails Are Easy to Raise 
And Make Nutritious Food, 
States a British Authority 


■ “All snails are edible and nutritious,” 
said Canon Hensley in a book on B rit­ 
ish land and fresh w ater molluscs, Just 
published. 
He goes on to say that 
cyeii the common garden snail, though 
insipid, is as nourishing as calf’s foot 
jelly. 
There is a large white-shelled snail 
culled Helix pomatia that Is commonly 
eaten by connoisseurs in the south of 
England, while all over France, Italy 
and Spain several species are used 
an food. 
In France títere are many 
small snail farm s which yield a good 
profit to their owners. 
In the French 
and Italian quarters of New York 
snails may be bought, either alive or 
cooked, and at most of the French 
restaurants they are served “escargots 
fareis” being the most usuul form of 
the dish. 
Snails are easy to raise In large 
quantities. 
They need lime for mak­ 
ing their shells, but they do not have 
to be l'ed, us they etui find their own 
food, which Is the leaves of many 
plants. They eat nothing else. (3
